Rumors that the bank was in 
trouble touched off a run on it 
last week. The Monaco govern­

institution, threw in another 250,- 
000,000 to m eet the w ithdrawals. 
Auguste Chialvo, new 
director 
general of the 
bank, 
announced 
Monday night that apprehensive 
j^wstom ers had taken out 400,000,- 
000 francs ($1,142,000) since the 
rum ors went around. 
The ruler of the little M editer­ 
ranean principality, 32 - year • old 
Prince Rainier III, on Sunday night 
accepted the resignations of three 
top officials pending an investiga­ 
tion. The three included Chialvo’s 
predecessor, Pierre Rey, who also 
was adm inistrator of the P rince’s 
nrivate estate and president of the 
V irm which operates Monte Carlo’s 
famous casino; Finance M inister 
Arthur Crovetto and C esar Solo- 
mito, chairm an of the 
board 
of 
Radio Monte Carlo. 
The bank had invested heavily 
in com m ercial television stations 
serving France from just outside 
French territory. Values

high for the Fourth of July holiday 
period as at least 392 persons lost 
their lives. 
The over-all 
accident 
death 
toll also was the heaviest ever 
for a 
three-day 
Independence 
Day holiday period. 
The traffic accidents, compiled 
from 6 p. rn. Friday to midnight 
Monday, local tim e, w ere higher 
than the 380 estim ated by the Na­ 
tional Safety Council and com par­ 
ed with a previous high of 366 for 
the three-day Fourth of July per­ 
iod in 1952. 
In the 78-hour period, 239 per­ 
sons drowned and 141 were killed 
in miscellaneous 
accidents. 
The 
over all total of 772 was a record 
for a three-day period and com­ 
pared with a record of 793 for a 
four-day Fourth of July period in 
1950. The traffic toll in 1950 was 
an all-tim e high of 491.

EVERY STATE and the District 
of Columbia reported at least one 
accidental death. This y ear’s toll 
in all types of accidents was far 
ahead of last y ear’s three-day holi­ 
day period when there w ere 348 
traffic deaths, 192 drownings, 79 
deaths in m iscellaneous mishaps 
and 4 deaths by firew orks.

BUENOS AIRES, A rgentina LB- 
President Juan D. Peron said in 
a broadcast today the enem ies who 
failed to assassinate him in the 
June 16 revolution are now circu­ 
lating rum ors in an attem pt at 
‘‘sedition by telephone.” 
Speaking to his people for the 
fifth tim e since the abortive revolt 
of navy fliers and m arines, Peron 
appealed to 
opposition 
political 
parties to come to an agreement 
with him and he asked his follow­ 
ers for a truce in A rgentina’s po­ 
litical struggle. 
The speech was broadcast by the 
Argentine radio network.

THE PRESIDENT d e c l a r e d 
those who took p art in the revolt, 
which cost hundreds of lives, were 
infamous.

local government boards, agencies 
and commissions becomes effect­ 
ive Sept. 30.

question,

cils. 
The new' law will apply to boards 
of education and boards of county 
commissioners plus agencies, com­ 
missions and boards which serve 
by appointment.

WASHINGTON — Lucile Petry 
Leone never dreamed when she 
was a $23-a-month practical nurse 
in New York City that there would 
ever be a woman admiral in the 
United States, let alone that she 
would be it. 
She comes by the title of rear 
admiral, with all of its gold-braid 
_ privileges and pay, by being as- 
W sistant surgeon general in the 
United States Public Health service 
—a post never before held by a 
woman. 
Although the Public Health ser­ 
vice is a part of the military only 
in wartime, its officers receive and 
hold commissions, like the regular 
military services, from tile mom t 
they are sworn in. Thus, in time 
of war. Admiral Leone outranks 
* the fouf top ifficers of her sex in 
the regular armed forces. 
However, rank holds less attrac­ 
tion for Admiral Leone than her 
Job as tile Public Health service’s 
top policy-making nurse. 
Mrs. Leone is constantly work­ 
ing to improve nursing standards 
and 
believes 
that 
the 
nation’s 
acute shortage of nurses can be 
licked through better use of the 
time and skills of those already 
employed, 
along 
with advanced 
training 
in 
administrative 
and 
teaching methods for nurses who 
guide others in the profession. 
In his recent health message to 
Congress 
President 
Eisenhower 
asked that traineeships be provided 
for such advanced training. 


THU OHIO-BOKN 
ADMIRAL 
is currently devoting a great deal 
of her interest to expanding the 
Public Health service’s commis­ 
sioned reserve — a civil defense 
measure. 
As part of the expanded reserve, 
400 nurses from all parts of the

nation will receive reserve ci^nmis- 
sions between now and J. sly I. 
Several hundred more nurses will 
receive commissions in the follow­ 
ing fiscal year, which starts July 
I. The nurses will be called to 
duty with the PUS—a part of the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare—in event of an emer­ 
gency. 
The 62-year-old admiral, who 
feels that nursing Is a wonderful 
career for any woman, is living 
proof that there are unlimited op­ 
portunities at the top for those 
who prepare for them. 
Before her 525-a-month job in 
a New York hospital, Mrs. Leone 
worked to pay her way through 
the University of Delaware and 
the Johns Hopkins hospital school 
of nursing. While at Johns Hop­ 
kins she won a scholarship to Co­ 
lumbia university in New York, 
but her funds ran out and she was 
forced to find a job. 


Tile future admiral, decided to 
take one at .Johns Hopkins hospi­ 
tal, where she held six different 
positions within 18 months, includ­ 
ing those of head nurse and night 
supervisor. At the same time, she 
did graduate work in psychiatric 
nursing at Phipps clinic. 


IN 1929, Admiral Leone used 
the scholarship she w’on earlier to 
obtain her m aster’s degree from 
Columbia’s Teachers college. Then 
came the University of Minnesota, 
where she taught nursing until 
1941, except for the year it took 
her to get her doctorate at Co­ 
lumbia. 
Mrs. Leone Joined the PHS in 
1941 as a nursing education con­ 
sultant. She w'as director of the 
service's nursing education divi­ 
sion twro years later. 
During World War H, as direc­ 
tor of the United States Cadet 
Nurse Corps, Admiral Leone was 
responsible for the recruitment of 
more than 180,000 student nurses. 
Her doctrine is, "The nurse nurses 
the whole patient.” 
Her advice 
is, "Treat the patient rather than 
the disease.” 
In 1948, Mrs. Leone went to 
Geneva, Switzerland, as an ad­ 
viser to the United States delega­ 
tion to the First World Health 
Assembly of the United Nations 
World Health organization. 


These days, to carry out her ob­ 
jective of unproving 
standards, 
Admiral Leone continues to travel 
—by train and plane. However, it 
wasn’t until recently that the ad­ 
miral got around to completing a 
night course in navigation and 
seamanship. 
Now her husband—Dr. Nicholas 
C. Leone, PHS 
researcher—can 
proudly boast that he can rely on 
an admiral to handle the helm of 
their 33-foot cabin cruiser!

Q—I am a totally and perma­ 
nently disabled World War II vet­ 
eran. For that reason, VA has 
waived premium payments on 
my GI term 
insurance policy.

A—Yes. You may convert your 
term policy to any permanent plan 
except endowment. You c o u l d 
choose between Ordinary Life, 20- 
Payment Life or 30-Payment Life.

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A MUST FOR U. S. 
CITING VAST exertions by Soviet Rus­ 
sia to increase its scientific and technical 
manpower, Secretary of Labor J a m e s P. 
Mitchell declares Americans must be alert 
to the possibility that Russia may overtake 
the U. S. in skills. That would be a danger­ 
ous retreat because of known communist 
aims to conquer the world. 
The communist world has more m a n- 
power but the U. S. has kept ahead easily 
because of the superior skill of its work­ 
ers. But, warns Mitchell, 500 million work­ 
ers with good skills can out-produce IOO 
million workers with great skills. The Unit­ 
ed States dare not fail for upon keeping 
ahead depends the safety of the nation. 
Modern weapons demand more skills than 
the simpler weapons of other times. 
Mitchell deplores the fact that America 
has only 9 million highly skilled workers 
in a total civilian force of 64 million work­ 
ers. These must be divided between t h e 
military, defense and civilian production. 
The time is rapidly coming when there 
will not be enough skills to go around. 
Mitchell recommends an expansion of 
training institutions and apprentice p r o ­ 
gram s. A lack of training for skills is a 
sheer waste of manpower. In a world of in­ 
creasing technology, the nation that fails to 
prepare itself to handle more intricate 
gadgets simply gets shoved down by the 
nation that does. 


FLOWERS VS. FLIERS 
ONCE IN A WHILE one hears of some­ 
thing that has all the newness of a freshly- 
minted coin. A rural informant reveals 
that sunflowers are planted around t h e 
edges of turkey-runs to keep the birds from 
flying over the fence. The seeds are eaten 
—but that is of secondary importance. 
The whole explanation depends u p o n 
aerodynamics as applied to turkeys. Un­ 
like their wild ancestors, modern domestic 
turkeys cannot attain great altitudes in 
flight.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


While the cry goes forth that the crime 
of the age is the insistence upon conform­ 
ity, thousands of pamphlets, weekly news­ 
letters and small publications give evi­ 
dence of non-conformity, of an independ­ 
ence of thought and expression. 
A group of pamphlets, entitled ‘Free­ 
dom Agenda,” have been issued under the 
sponsorship of the Carrie Chapman Catt 
Memorial Fund, Inc., an organization cre­ 
ated by the League of Women Voters, and 
financed by the Fund for the Republic to 
which the Ford Foundation contributed 
$15,000,000. The president of the Carrie 
Chapman Catt Memorial Fund, Inc. is 
Miss Anna Lord Strauss. 
I am looking at a pamphlet prepared by 
Alan Westin, a lawyer, who •writes on the 
subject, ‘‘The Constitution and Loyalty 
Program s.” In this study, Mr. W e s t i n 
comes up with this conclusion: 
‘‘The need to measure fidelity has also 
provided a fertile field for reckless and ir­ 
responsible politicians, who have been sup­ 
ported by groups to whom ‘constitutional 
rights’ is a dirty term and unorthodox 
thinking a sin. Demagogues of this ilk did 
not invent Communists or the Soviet Union, 
however, and it seems clear that the prop­ 
er way to deal with them is not to aban­ 
don the quest for fidelity in public employ­ 
ment but to approach the task with sanity 
and justice, ignoring neither the dangers 
of Communist activity nor the menace of 
the radical ‘security-firsters.’ ” 
From this, it is possible to say that sin 
is evil but that objectionable persons are 
not to be trusted if they point out the sin­ 
ners. 
One of Mr. Westin’s arguments dealing 
with the problem of evaluating loyalty to 
one’s own government is this: 
“ . . .When the question becomes that of 
loyalty to country, it is one of the oldest 
and most complex problems involved in 
the governing of men. Christ was disloyal 
to Rome, while Judas, betraying his Mas­ 
ter, was loyal to the State, if a few battles 
had gone differently in 1776, George Wash­ 
ington would probably have been hanged 
for his disloyalty to the British C r o w n . 
Spartacus, William Tell, Anne Hutchinson, 
Robert E. Lee, Alexander Kerenski, Mo­ 
handas Gandhi—all these were ‘traitors’— 
yet their names are sullied if put into the 
same company with Benedict Arnold, Wil­ 
liam Joyce, Vikdun (sic) Quisling, or Eliz­ 
abeth Gurley Flynn.” 
Christ owed no loyalty to Rome. His loy­ 
alty was to God. But apart from that, 
Rome had conquered Palestine and defiled 
its Temple to God. The Jews, among whom 
Christ appeared as a teacher and whose 
followers regarded Him as a Messiah, 
were seeking freedom from a profane con­ 
queror. 
Judas was loyal to no country; he was 
disloyal to One whom he regarded as his 
teacher. Perhaps Westin has a point about 
George Washington, but not about Sparta­ 
cus, who was a labor leader in a slave la­ 
bor economy, or William Tell who was loy­ 
al to his country but not to the enemy of 
his country. 
I do not understand the reference to 
Anne Hutchinson who was disloyal to no 
one but engaged in religious dissent. Rob­ 
ert E. Lee found himself involved in a con­ 
stitutional question as to whether a sov­ 
ereign state could secede from the Union 
into which it entered by contract when it 
ratified the Constitution. 
Some said, yes; 
some said, no. The 
Northern victory in the War Between the 
States settled the argum ent of secession 
but it did not settle the relations between 
the sovereign states and he Federal Gov­ 
ernment, which still trouble 
us. 
When 
Grant accepted Lee’s surrender, he did 
not treat Lee as a traitor but as a respect­ 
ed citizen whom history had placed on the 
losing side of an argument.

DIET AND HEALTH 
Emergency Measures 
For July 4th Accidents 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
OUR observance of Independ­ 
ence Day is becoming safer every 
year, th a n k heaven. Still, some of 
you will celebrate this F ourth of 
July by setting off fireworks. This 
colum n is for those of you who 
plan such a noisy dem onstration. 
First, let me w arn you against 
this d^.gerous practice. T hen, let 
me tell you w hat to do a fte r you 
ignore this advice and get burned. 
Apply Ointment 
For m inor burns in w hich the 
skin has not been broken, you can 
apply any good burn ointm ent or 
oil. You can use lard or b u tter if 
you have no special m edication. 
Apply it w ith sterile gauze. T hen 
bandage th e area lightly. If you 
don’t have sterile gauze, use a 
freshly ironed handkerchief. 
If Skin Is Broken 
D on’t, however, use oils, salves 
or any greasy ointm ents on burns 
w here th e skin is broken. If 
applied carelessly, they m ay In­ 
crease th e possibility of infection. 
A nother im p o rtan t don’t — don’t 
try to rem ove clothing or fra g ­ 
m ents from th e wound. And don’t 
try to clean th e wound. Remove 
all loose clothing around it, but 
don’t tear aw ay any clothes which 
stick to the skin. 
If a person is burned extensive­ 
ly, the best th in g you can do is to 
w rap him in some clean sheets 
and get him to a doctor or hospi­ 
tal as quickly as possible. As a 
rule, the doctor will give a p a­ 
tient, suffering w ith burns from 
fireworks, an injection of a n ti­ 
tetan u s (lockjaw') serum . 
Emergency Measures 
Now in case you can ’t get him 


to a doctor right away or can ’t 
get a doctor to the injured per- 
I son, there are some em ergency 
m easures you can take. 
Fill a large pot or basin w ith 
clean w ater (boiled if possible). 
Add 2 or 3 tablespoons of baking 
soda to each q uart of w ater. 
Thoroughly soak some 
sterile 
gauze or clean, fresh h an d k er­ 
chiefs in the solution and then 
; wring them to remove excess 
■ w ater. 
M oisten D ressings 
Place the gauze on th e burn 
and cover it loosely w ith other 
i gauze, a handkerchief or sheet. 
;Keep m oistening the dressings 
with the soda solution until you 
: get medical aid. 
Never place absorbent cotton 
directly on a burn. It probably 
will stick to the injured tissues. 
And never apply iodine to a burn. 
Independence Day is a great 
day in our history. It should be 
celebrated, but it should be cele­ 
brated sanely. If you m ust see 
fireworks, go to a professional 
dem onstration. It will be more 
spectacular and m uch safer. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
C. R.: W hat causes dizziness 
from ear trouble? 
Answer: Dizziness due to ear 
trouble is usually caused by a 
disturbance in the sem i-circular 
canals of th e ear w hich have to 
do w ith m aintenance of balance. 
E xam ination by an ear special­ 
ist 
will 
help 
in 
determ ining 
w hether a disturbance of the 
sem i-circuffir canals is responsi­ 
ble for the dizziness in your case. 
T hen proper treatm en t m ay be 
prescribed.

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HALF A BILLION CUBIC FEET OF GAS 
TO FLOW ABOVE MISSISSIPPI DAILY 


Th* $4 million "pipeline brin-’©" scans the M ississippi.

Central Press Correspondent 
GRAND TOW ER, I ll.—At first glance It looks like a gigantic bridge. 
Then you see it isn’t a bridge. The “floor" is composed of twin 30-inch 
pipes, cradled in a gigantic, tautly-stretched net of steel cables. 
The pipeline is the first to cross tile Mississippi on a suspension 
bridge, and the arch is one of the longest spans in the world, 2,150 
feet. Within weeks, the pipeline is scheduled to begin carrying 500 
million cubic feet of gas a day, under 850 pounds of pressure per 
square inch. 
This new construction wonder is being built for the Texas-Illinois 
Natural Gas Pipeline company. Cost is estimated at $3,800,000. It is 
the final link in a huge natural gas pipeline from Corpus Christi, Tex., 
to Chicago. Work was started m September, 1953, kept going through 
the rigors of winter. When it is 
finally completed, the last Job will 
be the sandblasting and painting. 
Construction is hazardous work, 
with men hanging in mid-air over 
the nver. Yet, strangely, only one 
man fell from the line. He wras 
rescued, and is alive to tell about 
it. 
The two steel framework towers, 
one on each side of the river, are 
265 feet in height. From the main 
cables, which are suspended across 
the river between these towers, 
vertical steel ropes called suspen­ 
der cables reach downward to hold 
the steel floor beams on which the 
twin 30-inch pipes are laid. 


THE 
PIPES 
aie 
SO feet in 
length. 
Pushed out across the 
river, one at a time, welders join 
them, working from a precarious 
perch 115 feet above waterline. 
Each 
welded joint 
is checked 
wnth an X-ray camera, to be posi­ 
tive that there are no leaks. Each 
of the huge pipes weighs five tons. 
It took 72 of them to span the 
river—a little m atter of 360 tons 
in dead weight. 
To support this weight, the abut­ 
ments in which tile steel cables 
are anchored, go down to bed­ 
rock, 50 feet down on tile Illinois 
side, 154 on the Missouri side. The 
suspension towers, shooting up­ 
ward tor 266 feet, form massive 
geometric patterns, and are visible 
for miles. 
The new pipeline Is IOO miles 
south of St- Louis. Just a few 
yards downstream is a massive 


abutment in the river, known as 
Tower Rock, at one time called 
the 
smallest 
national 
park 
in 
America, being less than an acre 
in area.

ROCKING, or lateral sway, of 
the pipeline due to high winds or 
earth disturbances is prevented by 
a tower-to-tower “spiderweb” of 
horizontal steel cables that form 
a huge semi-circular cradle. 
The builders admit that it would 
have been much cheaper to use 
the river-bottom method of get­ 
ting the pipeline across the Mis­ 
sissippi 
However, this type of 
crossing Is “buried," and, when it 
leaks or repair work is needed, 
presents a difficult problem. With 
the pipeline “In the air," mainte­ 
nance is far easier and more eco­ 
nomical. 
The suspension ropes holding the 
line are twfo inches rn thickness, 
of steel wire. Even so, it takes 12 
of these cables to hold the line. 
The builders claim It is “cyclone 
proof," and will never be a “gal­ 
loping Gertie.” 
The site at Grand Tower was 
chosen because here the nver is 
narrow and deep, and each side is 
3 rocky area, where the limestone 
bedrock was easily reached. 
When this “river crossing" is 
completed, it will be the last Imk 
in more than 2,000 miles of nat­ 
ural gas pipeline, leading through 
four states, and terminating in 
Chicago. The line is patrolled by 
plane, and is known as “the big 
ditch."

WASHINGTON ttt-F o r a man 
with presidential ambitions a heart 
attack is like a letter of with­ 
drawal. A man who has had one 
may live for years, but not as 
strenuously, if he wants to continue 
living.

the presidency itself 
can be one of the most strenuous 
jobs on earth, just seeking may­ 
be even tougher: an exhausting 
convention, days and nights and 
the physical nightmare of a cam ­ 
paign lasting for months. 
Sen. 
Lyndon B. 
Johnson, 
the 
Democrats’ 
Senate 
leader, 
who 
suffered an attack over the week­ 
end, has never said he wanted to 
be in the White House. But he has 
been mentioned as a possibility, if 
not in 1956, then later. 
This 
heart 
attack 
just 
about 
eliminates the 46-year-old Texan 
from consideration as a presiden­ 
tial candidate although, when he 
recovers, he may have a long and 
useful life as a senator. 
Even the demands on the endur­ 
ance of a senator are enormous: 
working on committees, attending 
hearings, studying legislation, an­ 
swering mail, work on the Senate 
floor, outside speeches, meeting 
visitors. 
A Senate leader's job, such as 
Johnson's, is an even greater tax 
on energy and peace of mind. It 
requires not only responsibility for 
what the Senate does but riding 
herd on the whole Senate to get 
it done. 
Under Johnson’s leadership the 
present 
Senate 
has 
been 
the 
smoothest-run in years. That was 
the result of tireless work by 
Johnson. The work he did may 
have brought on his attack. 
So it is even questionable that 
when he returns his doctors will 
let him resume as Senate leader, 
preferring he go back to the less 
demanding role of senator. His 
term continues until 1960. 
Just how much Johnson can do 
when he returns depends upon how- 
much heart damage he has suf­ 
fered and how much he‘s willing 
to do at the risk of overdoing it. 
Uncertainty is the greatest cer­ 
tainty about the life of a man who 
had an attack and survived: he 
may never have another; the next 
one may kill him: or he may last 
through a series of attacks and die 
of something else.

Use of asphalt for road paving 
has increased in the United States 
from about half a million tons in 
1919 to l l million tons in 1954. 


The travel route followed by 
many of the pioneers w’ho opened 
up the west by migrating into 
the .Ohio Country prior to and 
following the Revolutionary War 
became the Cumberland Road 
from Baltimore through Hagers­ 
town. Cumberland, Uniontown, 
and Wheeling, 
By 1818 this road was open to 
Wheeling, where most travellers 
transferred to Ohio River boats. 
Statesmen in the halls of Con­ 
gress realized the need for the 
extension of this main highway 
on across Ohio, through Indiana 
and Illinois to Missouri, if our 
nation w>ere to grow westward. 
So in 1825 Congress appropriated 
$150,000 to extend the road, now- 
known as the National Road, as 
far as Zanesville, a community 
of 3000, second only to Cincin­ 
nati in population among all 
Ohio towns. 
Section by section the National 
Road was pushed farther west 
until in 1850 it was completed 
to the Indiana line w ith toll 
gates every ten miles. Todav the

National Road, U. S. Route 540, is 
still one of Ohio’s most heavily 
travelled highways, w ith m any 
points of interest to be visited 
by motorists. Pictured above are 
but tw o such points of interest: 
Buckeye Lake and the “Madonna 
of the Trail” m o n u m e n t at 
Springfield, erected in memory of 
the brave women of the covered 
wagon days. Buckeye Lake, now 
a popular recreational spot in 
Ohio, was a reservoir on the 
Ohio Canal system that extended 
from Cleveland to Portsmouth.

Many Factors 


Seen In Steady 


Turn To Books 


Mrs. Denham Notes 
More Teachers 
Now Use Services 


Pickaway County’s District Li­ 
brary kept pace with the statewide 
trend last year when the circula­ 
tion of books from Ohio’s public 
libraries showed another in a long 
line of gains. 
The 1954 figure statewide was 
a record total for Ohio. 
Mrs. 
Enid 
Denham, 
head librarian 
here, said it was 
not certain 
whether last year’s 
circulation 
was an all-time local high. But 
she emphasized that circulation 
has been increasing at the local 
library for many years. 
The new state record was re­ 
vealed in the Directory of Ohio 
Libraries, just issued by the Ohio 
State Library. Nearly 45 million 
books were circulated during 1954 
statewide. 
State Librarian 
Walter Brahm 
said it was more than four mil­ 
lion books above the 1953 total, 
and that the num ber far exceeded 
the abnormally high totals of the 
Big Depression 
years—heretofore 
considered peak years. 
* 
* 
* 
AT THE Pickaway County libr­ 
ary. Mrs. Denham estimated that 
111,000 books were circulated here 
last 
year—roughly 
2,000 
higher 
than the total for 1953. 
Numerous 
factors, 
Mrs. 
Den­ 
ham said, are behind the steady 
increase in library business, a sur­ 
prising trend at first glance when 
one considers the many counter 
attractions of the present times. 
The increase is especially 
note­ 
worthy in the face of great strid­ 
es also being made in television’s 
drawing power on a person’s re­ 
laxation hours. 
Mrs. Denham said many more 
teachers are now7 using the facili­ 
ties of the local library, located 
in Memorial Hall on E. Main St. 
She said the increases through re­ 
cent years have been chiefly re­ 
gistered in the non-fiction books, 
although 
fiction 
still 
holds 
its 
strong following. 
As one of the main factors be­ 
hind recent gains, the local libra­ 
rian pointed to the fact that 
many more books are now avail­ 
able to the public. Then too, she 
added, 
many book-lovers now 
have more leisure time due to 
the gradual development of time­ 
saving methods in industry and 
general business. 
The average Ohio resident, the 
statewide report showed, read at 
least five books during 1954. Some 
people read many more than five,

books per capita is a minimum 
because it does not cover other 
members of the borrower’s family 
or friends who may have read the 
book. 
Also 
many 
persons

books which are obtained from 
sources other than the public li­ 
brary. 
In Pickaway County, the aver­ 
age per person last year was four 
books.

R. M. EYMAN, chairman of the 
State Library Board, s t r e s s e d 
there are more people with more 
education and more free time. As 
a result of this, he expects use of 
public libraries in the next IO years 
to reach unprecedented highs. 
Contrary to popular belief, Ey- 
man believes television may even 
have some stimulating effect up­ 
on increased reading, particularly 
serious reading, for library pat­ 
rons often 
request 
m aterial 
on 
subjects in which they have devel­ 
oped an interest from watching 
television. 
Other statistics in the new state 
directory show that it costs $16,- 
248,614 in tax money, or $2.04 per 
person to operate Ohio’s 271 pub­ 
lic libraries. “ A bargain, any way 
you look at it” , 
state 
librarian 
Brahm says, “ because you could 
hardly buy 
one 
book 
at 
that 
price. The public library enables 
every m em ber in a community to 
have access to hundreds of books 
at an average cost per person of 
one book. The library is a very 
economical contrivance.” 
There are 64 bookmobiles oper­ 
ating in 42 counties of the state, 
Pickaway included. Running pri­ 
marily in rural areas these liter­ 
ary chariots circulated a 
record 
6,088,000 books in 1954. 


Hennings Proposes 
Election Changes 
WASHINGTON Ut) — Sen. Ken­ 
nings (D-Mo) said today he is 
standing pat on a proposed revi­ 
sion of the federal election laws 
despite strong—and possibly fatal 
—Republican and Democratic op­ 
position. 
A bill by Hennings to raise the 
expenditures limits on presidential 
Senate and House campaigns is 
on the Senate calendar with ap­ 
proval of a majority of the Rules 
Committee. It also would require 
more detailed reporting of cam­ 
paign spending than at present. 
But Democratic leaders have de­ 
layed action on the measure in a 


reported search for a compromise 
which would make it more palat­ 
able to Southern Democrats, who 
oppose what they term federal in­ 
terference in primary elections. 
Republicans have demanded the 
bill be amended to prevent labor 
organizations from contributing to 
campaign funds.
